DIXIE SAILS WITH HELP 


CRUISER CARRIES 2,500 TONS OF 
SUPPLIES TO MARTINIQUE, 


New York’s Contribution Up to Date 
Amouhts to $90,000—Government 
Spends Nearly $200,000 in the First 
Cargo Sent to the Stricken Island— 
Collier Sterling Carries Large Load 
of Supplies from Porto Rico — Re- 
ports from Fort de France.

New York, May 14.—{Special.]—Up to to- 
provisions for the Martinique sufferers 
amounted in round numbers to $90,000. 

The United States cruiser Dixie sailed 
from Brooklyn tonight for Martinique, car- 
rying food and supplies for the sufferers by 
the volcanic eruption on that island. The 
cargo of the Dixie is estimated at 2.500 tons, 
and will, it is said, be sufficient to feed the 
people of the island for ten days. The 
bulk of the cargo was purchased out of the 
appropriation of $200,000 made by Congress 
tor the relief of the sufferers, but there 
were also ¢ontributions from other sources.

Only a few years ago a volcano in the neigh- 
borheod erupted a mass of rock equal to the 
total volume of excavation needed for the 
Nicaragua Canal. It should not be forgot- 
ten that there is now an active volcano in 
the midst of Lake Nicaragua. 

“It is not necessary to be an engineer to 
understand that masonry work like this, of 
colossal proportions and constantly subject- 
ed to the pressures of the waters, could not 
withstand an earthquake shock. Even if 
the shock were only sufficient to open a 
slight fissure,the pressure and rush of the 
waters would complete the work of ruin. 

But there are grounds to believe that a 
volcanic eruption, more terrific than any- 
thing mankind has known, may occur in 
Lake Nicaragua at almost any time. There 
have, in prehistoric times, been eruptions 
in Nicaragua beside which that of Mount. 
Vesuvius and others known to the human 
race would pale into insignificance. Dis- 
turbances of equal intensity may occ 
again.”

CARNEGIE TELLS OF GIFTS 


DENIES PHILANTHROPY IN HIS 
ENDOWING OF LIBRARIES. 


Says His Plan Is to Compel Cities to 
Pledge More than He Presents to 
Them — New York’s 
Enormous—Former Steel King Is 
Honored by Plumbers’ Company in 
London — War Between English- 
Speaking Nations Improbable. 


LONDON, May 14.—The freedom of the 
Plumbers’ company was presented to Andrew 
Carnegie today at the Guildhall! in a valua- 
dle casket of various metals. Replying to 
the presentation address. Mr. Carnegie de- 
clared he thought it more difficult to dis- 
tribute wealth conscientiously than to ac- 


quire ft. 

It is the swimming tenth and not the sub- 
merged tenth which we can greatly benefit, 
gaid he. Any satisfaction which he had de- 
rived from his gifts arose, he said, from what 
he had induced individuals and communi- 
ties to give. ; 

Library Gifts Mere Bargains. 
* T think it will be found,“ he added, that 
far from being a philanthropist I am en- 
in making the best bargains of my 
life. For instance, when New York had been 
given over $5,000,000 for seventy-two libra- 
ries I succeeded in getting a pledge from her 
that she would furnish sites and maintain 
these libraries forever. Her investment (I 
hope this may not go across the Atlantic to 
alarm her) is greater than mine. This is not 
philanthropy. It is a clevér stroke of busi- 
nese. I am open to propositions of a similar 
character from cities in any part of the Eng- 
lish-speaking worid.“ 

Mr. Carnegie gave numerous instances of 
how through the inventive genius of Great 
Britain her “ giant child, America, owes her 
present position,” adding that all the Eng- 
lish could ever learn from America never 


received from England. 


War with England Improbable. 

Dealing with international relations, Mr. 
Carnegie said he rejoiced to say that never 
in his day had the American people and 
government been 80 lovingly inclined 
towards the old home as at present, and 
never had the patriotism of the race, the 
coming force in international affairs, re- 
vealed itself so clearly. He concluded with 
saying thet the possibility of the English- 
speaking people killing each other on the plea 
of civilized warfare was banished, and that, 
in the event of a difference, no govern- 
ment on either side of the Atlantic could 
resist the offer of the other of arbitration 
and it can scarcely be believed that a 
serious quarrel can ever arise when that 
offer will not be made by one or the other.“

There has ample time for the Panama 
people to come to the front with a satisfac- 
tory proposition, but thus far it has been 
found impossible to secure from the French 
company @ tangible offer which will preclude 
subsequent litigation on the part of minority 
stockholders and which will carry with it 
the transfer not only of the canal itself but 
of the Panama railroad, which is an indis- 
pensable part of the project. The sentiment 
in the Senate is strongly in favor of the 
Nicaragua route on the ground that the ex- 
iture along that route of-$40,000,000, as 
proposed to be paid for the Panama Canal, 
would produce much more satisfactory re- 
sults than have yet been achieved by the 

French company. 

No one in the Senate appears to regard as 
serious the stories that volcanic disturbances 
in the Windward Islands indicate danger for 
the canal along the line in Costa Rica and 
Nicaragua. The engineers long ago de- 
termined that both the Nicaragua and in 
Panama routes are reasonably feasible. Th 
Nicaragua route is undoubtedly much 
healthier, besides being on an interior circle, 
and hence furnishing a better strategic line 
of defense for the United States. 

The Panama route, however, has been 
much better surveyed and the engineering 
problems more definitely located, although 
on the contrary the climatic conditions are 
exceedingly unfavorable and the approaches 
to the harbors dangerous. The one thing 
which is determining sentiment in the Senate 
is merely the fact that the Panama Canal 
company is apparently in a position where it 
cannot pass a satisfactory title, whereas 
Nicaragua and Costa Rica as sovereign 
states can, and are willing to give an original 
title to the canal strip. There were at first 
many friends of the Panama Canal in the 
Benate, but they have gradually dwindled 
away until now it appears that those who 
favor the Paname line are confined almost 
exclusively to Senators who are known to be 
enemies, more or less, of any canal at all.

SUGAR EXPERTS GIVE EVIDENCE 


Manuel Rionda, a Broker, and Heyward 
G. Leavitt, a Refiner, Testify Be- 
fore Senate Committee. 


Washington, D. C., May 14.—Manuel Rion- 
da of the sugar brokerage house of Czar- 
nikow, McDougall & Co. of New York, Lon- 
don, and other cities, reeumed his testimony 
before the Senate Committee on Cuban Re- 
lations today, being under cross-examina- 
tion by Mr. Teller. : 

Mr. Rionda said that if the reciprocity bill 
should pass as it now stands it would have 
the effect of repealing the countervailing 
duties on sugars from European countries 
provided by the Dingley law, and that in that 
event not many years would ela before 
the sugar refining business of the United 
States would become a thing of the past. 
This remark also was made licable to the 
beet sugar production of the United States 
and the sugar production of Cuba, Porto 
Rico, and Hawall. 

The witness said that with the counter- 
vailing duties in effect the United States 
ie the principal market for the cane sugar 
of the world, 80 per cent of it coming to this 
country. 

Heyward G. Leavitt, President and mana- 
ger of the Standard Beet Sugar company 
of Leavitt, Neb., said his factory had been 
in existence about two years and its capacity 
is now sixty tons of sugar per day.

Union 
Seminary is not under the care of the Gen- 
eral Assembly, having been disavowed by 
it, but severe strictures of its Acting Presi- 
dent made today have complicated matters 
and emphasized the strained social relations 
between the assembly and the seminary. 

The assembly will not visit the seminary 
officially, and while meeting in its own city 
has completely ignored the institution which 
Professor Briggs and Professor McGiffert' 
made famous. The incident formed a gen- 
cral topic among arriving commissioners, and 
will injure the case of the McCormick Sem- 
inary and of the creed revision when these 
two matters come before the assembly. : 

Professor Brown's remarks related to the 
OM Testament and were brought out by the 
death of one of the students, who had been 
rejected by the New York Presbytery be- 
cause he believed Adam to be a myth. 

Politics entered into the preliminary can- 
vases for the assembly’s Moderator, the pot 
boiling vigorously all day.

The two local men seri- 
ously in the race are the Rev. Dr. Howard 
Duffield of the old First Church, New York, 
and Professor Henry Van Dyke of Prince- 
ton. The latter has shown more liberal ten- 
dencies than ever, and the Union Seminary 
incident is declared to have injured his 
chances in consequence. It goes without say- 
ing that the conservatives will win if doc- 
trine really gets into the fight. .

DR. RIGGS’ THEORIES AT REST. 


Refusal to Come to Chicago Eliminates 
Dispute Over His Teachings from 
General Assembly. 


The action of Dr. James 8. Riggs in de- 
clining to accept the chair of New Testa- 
ment Literature in McCormick Theological 
Seminary has cleared up some of the doubt 
over the fate of the report of the Committee 
on Creed Revision; which will be made to the 
General Assembly of the Presbyterian 
church, which meets today in New York. 

The dispute over the election of Dr. Riggs 
among the directors of the McCormick Semi- 
nary caused more than a passing interest 
among Presbyterians in the East, and it was 
believed in New York that it would be forced 
into the deliberations of the General Assem- 
bly. Now that Dr. Riggs has concluded to 
remain in the Auburn Seminary the chance 
for friction over his views is lessened. 

There is still opportunity for much differ- 
ence of opinion on the subject of the revision 
of the Confession of Faith. Itis believed the 
committee will report much along the lines of 
its predecessor which outlined the changes 
deemed necessary. The recent. discussions 
over the historical accuracy of the stories 
of Adam and Daniel have aroused a strong 
sentiment against touching the creed, how- 
ever, and few will forecast the result of 
the vote. 

The stir over Dr. Riggs’ election will not 
effect the revision of the creed in the slight- 
est,“ said the Rev. Andrew C. Zenos, Pro- 
fessor of Biblical Theology at McCormick 
Seminary, last evening. He remains in 
his old place at.the solicitation of every 
one.

Washington, D. C., May 14,—President 
Roosevelt today laid the corner-stone of the 
McKinley Memorial Ohio College of Gov- 
ernment of the American University, a few 
miles outside this city in the northwestern 
part of the District of Columbia. When 
completed the building will be devoted to 
studies embracing diplomacy, muntcipal gov- 
ernment, arbitration, civics, and interna- 
tional law. 

On the platform beside the President were 
Secretary of Agriculture Wilson, Secretary 
Hay, Senators Hanna and Dolliver, Repre- 
sentative Pugsley of New York, Secretaries 
Cortelyou and Loeb, Bishop Willard F. 
Mallalieu of Massachusetts, H. B. F. Mac- 
Farland, President of the Board of District 
Commissioners, and many men prominent 
in educational and church work. 

The ceremonies were opened by a hymn 
written for the occasion by the Rev. Dr. 
J. R. Rankin, President of Howard Uni- 
versity. Readings and prayer by Joseph 
F. Perry, D. D., of Chicago followed. Sen- 
ator Dolltver of Iowa was then introduced. 
He spoke briefly of the life and character 
of the late President McKinley, and said 
that it was fitting that hie name should 
be connected with a school of political 
science, because he was not only great as 
a statesman but he was greatest in his 
comprehension of the humble duties of 
American citizenship. 


Hanna Proud of His State. 


Senator Hanna, the next speaker, said: 

„% This is indeed an interesting occasion 
to me. Its associations bring up memories. 
The laying of this corner-stone, the founda- 
tion of this temple of learning, to be builded 
by the public-spirited men of my native 
State, is consecrated to the memory of her 
dearest son, William McKinley. ’ 

“Pile up your marble, and every stone 
wild mark an incident in his life, of his devo- 
‘tion to humanity and his fellow-men. Crown 
it in the glory of its completion, and he will 
look down from on high and bless your noble 
work. 

It is indeed a noble work. President Me- 
Kinley was deeply interested in this enter- 
prise, and it was owing to the inspiration of 
his belief that the people of Ohio were stirred 
to make the realization of it to meet his 
views and wishes. It was to him that we 
looked for our leader, not only in thought 
but in example. . 

„% Our martyred. President is here today 
in spirit, and if that sacrifice were needed 
that we might search our hearts to learn 
wherein we could do higher and nobler deeds 
—if that example were necessary to inspire 
the young men of this country to broader and 
more liberal and higher motives of social 
and governmental life, then indeed, ‘ His 
will, not ours, be done.“ : 


Roosevelt’s Address Is Brief. 


The speechmaking closed with a brief ad- 
dress by President Roosevelt, who said: 

I am to say but one word. Nothing more 
need be said than has been said already by. 
those who have addressed you this after- 
noon—the statesmen who worked with Mc- 
Kinley and the pastor under whose minis- 
trations he sat. 12 

It is indeed appropriate that the Meth- 
odists of America—the men belonging to that 
religious organization which furnished the 
pioneers in the carving out of the West what 
is now the heart of the great American re- 
public—should found this great university 
in the City of Washington and should build 
the college that is to teach the science of 
government in the namé of the great expo- 
nent opt good and strong government who 
died last fall; who died as truly for this 
country as Abraham Lincoln himself. 

“I thank you for having given me the 
opportunity this afternoon to come before 
you and to lay the corner-stone of this 
bullding.“ 

The President then, with trowel in hand, 
threw in the mortar and the stone was low- 
ered slowly into position. At some later 
date it will be raised sufficiently high to per- 
mit of the placing of a number of relics in 
the zinc box within. The Doxology was sung 
at the President’s request and the services 
closed with a benediction by the Rev, Dr. 
H. R. Naylor of Washington.

MINERS TAKE NO 
YOTE-ON-STRIKE. 


Hazleton Gathering Organ- 
ized and Defers Decision 
Until Today. 


MITCHELL WILL REPORT. 


Says Operators Have Made No 
Concessions to Demands 
of the Men. 


Hazleton, Pa., May 14.—The convention of 
the anthracite mine workers called at the 


| instance of the Executive boards of the three 


districts comprising the Pennsylvania hard 
coal fields, held two sessions today, and with- 
out taking any action on the question of Inau- 
gurating a permanent strike adjourned until 
tomorrow morning. 

The convention is meeting behind closed 
doors, and although nothing official was 
given out it is known that the all-important 
question was not reached, the two sessions 
being devoted entirely to the organization of 
the meeting and the report of the Commitee 
on Credentials. 

The day brought forth no definite informa- 
tion bearing on the probable action of the 
convention, and the situation tonight re- 
maine about the same as it has during the 
last forty-eight hours. 


Expect No Concessions. 
President Mitchel! said that all hope of any 
concessions from the operators was gone. 
He has had no recent communication, he 
said, with the mine owners, Senator Hanna, 
or any other members of the National Civic 
federation. Mr. Mitchell admitted that he 
some advice to give to the delegates at 
the proper time, but what it is he will not 
say 


In an interview today he said that there 
was no doubt that the sentiment of the 
men is in favor of a strike, but he refused 
to make any reply when asked if he would 
give advice that would come in conflict with 
their sentiments. It is admitted that what 
President Mitchell suggests will be done, 


the delegates are in favor of & strike if the 
mine owners do not make any concessions. 


Mitchell May Decide Issue. 

It looks much as if the whole matter 
rests upon.the words of the National Presi- 
dent. The advice that he will give the min- 
ers tomorrow is known to probably only 
four other persons—the three district Presi- 
dents and National Secretary-Treasurer W. 
B. Wilson, who arrived here today. 

There are many persons here representing 
railroads, stock brokers, and others who are 
making an effort to get first information. 
The convention was held in the Opera 
House, and 700 delegates were present when 


called the meeting to order. 

President Mitchell was electeed chairman 
and the organization was completed by 
making Mr. Wilson Secretary, and appoint- 
ing three district Secretaries a Committee 
on Credentials. In taking the chair Mr. 
Mitchell said that a great weight of respon- 
sibility rests on the delegates and that they 
should act wisely in whatever they did. He 
said that the question that will come before 
them will probably be the most important 
in the history of labor conventions. 


Conclusion Looked For Today. 
Tomorrow morning’s session will begin 


Ab at.9 o'clock, and, according to Mr. Mitchell, 


a final adjournment will be had in the 
afternoon. 
Quiet reigned everywhere in the region 
today, and not a pound of coal was mined 
anywhere. 

A great crowd of mine workers came into 
town from the surrounding villages and coal 
patches. They crowded around the conven- 
tion hall, waiting for information from the 
inside. They were greatly disappointed 
when the convention adjourned this after- 
roon without taking definite action.

Will Recommend Policy of Eliminat- 
ing Branch Quarters—Beard Ac- 
cepts Offer of Woman's Club to Pro- 
vide Mural Decorations—Teachers 
Expecting the Ax te Fall Are Given 
Respite Till June and Chance to 
Stay Next Year by Proving Fitness. 


Schools for all and ample playgrounds for 
all schools will be the recommendation which 
the subcommittee on sites of the Building 
and Grounds committee of the Board ‘of 
Education will make tomorrow. While the 
work of the committee is incomplete in 
a few details, the committee practically has 
decided to recommend sufficient additional | 
schools so that all branch School buildings 
may be abandoned within two years. : 

The committee also will insist that all 
schools erected hereafter be provided with 
ample playgrounds, and that schools al- 
ready in existence be provided with play- 
grounds. 

The committee has apportioned the money 
at its disposal among the three lines of 
expenditure as follows: Playgrounds, $130,- 
000; school sites, $100,000; buildings and ad- 
ditions, $800,000 to $1,000,000. 

The committee has decided to recommend 
the erection of at least one new high school 
and it may decide on two, The sites have 
not been announced. It is said that the 
committee’s report will include at least ten 
new district schools.

Cash Situation Mixed. 


The rallies were caused mainly by local 
buying on the strength in corn and on re- 
ports of a good cash business aggregating 
300,000 bu.

Trade Gossip on Change. 


Estimated arrivals for today are: Wheat, 
15 cars; corn, 25 cars; oats, 105 cars; hogs, 
26,000. 

The Railroad and Warehouse commission 

will hold a meeting at 2 o'clock today to 
discuss the proposed changes in the grad- 
ing of 2 white and 2 yellow corn with repre- 
sentatives of the trade. 
Corn planting will be practically completed 
by the middle of May. Cultivation will not 
begin generally before June 1. In the in- 
terval the farmers who have in to sell 
and are disposed to market it will have time 
to send it to their stations. There were signs 
yesterday that the farmers had begun to 
loosen their grip on their corn reserves, 
acceptances in Illinois and lowa on over- 
might bids easily 300,000 bu. These ac- 
ceptances may have been the accumulation 
of several weeks’ deliveries at stations or 
may be the beginning of a freer run for sev- 
eral weeks. Corn speculators will keep close 
watch tf the movement. If it should be 
heavy enough to check the decrease in local 
stocks, or begin to pile them up again, the 
bears will be encouraged. There has been 
some increase in the country movement of 
oats, but it has been lees marked so far. 

The weekly weather and crop bulletin re- 
ported wheat seeding not half completed in 
North Dakota. As. to the possibility of late 
seeding and the chances for raising a fair 
crop under such conditions Walter A. Thom- 
as of Minneapolis writes A. J. White: The 
year 1896 was late, some seeding being done 
in North Dakota away along in June. Esti- 
mates of the probable yield along in July of 
that year were put at about 100,000,000 bu. 
Final figures showed a yield of aglittle over 
104,000,000 bu for the three States. In look- 
ing up this information, we ran across a 
statement comparing the yield of three late 
years with three early years, 1890 to 1895 in- 
clusive. The late years compare favorably 
with the early years. The average for the 
six years was 165,000,000 bu. The latest 
year of the six was, we think, 1894, when 
the yield was 133,000,000 bu, coming well up 
to the aver , and the bumper crop of 1895 
helped the avérage out considerably, so that 
it would seem that late seeding with favor- 
able conditions thereafter does not preclude 
afaircrop.” 

Counselman & Co. havea correspondent at 
Des Moines, Brown, who is an enthustast on 
the oats outlook. He writes: We will have 
the largest crop Iowa ever raised. The acre- 
age is immense. Look for good ‘receipts of 
oats after May 25. The crop prediction 
also covers corn. Slade says if they come 
true he will have another automobile.

Eckels Favors Asset Currency. 

At the afternoon session, when delegates | 
te all the associations met in joint session 
at the Grand Opera-House, the discussion 
of asset currency was opened by James 
H. Eckels, President of the Commercial 
National Bank of Chicago. 

Mr. Eckels said it was to the credit of the 
bankers in this convention that they had 
taken up the discussion of economic ques- 
tions of vital importance to the country. 

The business interests of the East and 
Wast, and of all sections of the country, 
were identical, he said; 5 men in the 
East was a reflection of prosperity in the 
West. There was no octopus in the East 
reaching out its tentacles to clutch the 
West. The growth of the Eastern banks was 
but a reflection of the growth of the West- 
ern banks, and vice versa. Poverty was 
not the heritage of one part of the country 
and riches the heritage of another part, but 
in this great country poverty and riches were 
the heritage of all sections. This country 

has passed the point of .provincialism, and 
in discussing great economic questions pro- 

vinclalism ought to be avoided. 


Present System Is Incomplete. 

Referring in particular to the asset cur- 
rency, Mr. Eckels said: 

“Our banking system is yet incomplete 
and presents a constant course of study for 
its betterment. The improvement of the 
bank note function of our banks is needed. 
Today it rests upon a bonded security, and 
it is an unscientific note issue. Its best de- 
fenders will not say that beyond the element 
of soundness it presents any single feature 
that warrants the clinging to it. It has 
soundness, but it has no responsive require- 
ments to the varying changes and needs of 
commerce, and what is needed is a currency 
sound and also of volume «ufficient to meet 
the needs of all the people.”’ 


Dawes Opposes the Plan. 


Charles G. Dawes, formerly Controller of 
the Currency, who followed, spoke against 


the asset currency plan. He said in part: 


“As opposed to the plans for asset cur- 
rency and in order that collapsing credits 
may be protected in times of panic by a great- 
er elasticity in our circulation, I favor an 


-emergency circulation, unsecured by bonds, 


but subject to so large a tax that it will not 
only be made safe but cannot be used as an 
instrument of current business. This cur- 


rency will appear only when needed in a’ 


panic, and will be retired when the emer- 
gency is over on account of the heavy tax. 
“Confidence in the stability and safety 
of our medium of exchange is one of the 
foundation stones of prosperity. Any change 
calculated to decrease confidence in our cur- 
rency by decreasing to any extent its safety 


is fraught with danger to existing business 
Conditions. 


Bad in Times of Panic. 


“ Asset currency, subject to only a small 
tax, will become an instrument of current 
business, and add to the amount of credits 
in existence to be cared for in a panic. The 
more issued in ordinary times, the less 
could be issued in times of panic. 


It is not safe to base arguments for | 


asset currency upon the experience of the 
great central government banks of the con- 
tinént, when we consider a banking system 
consisting of over four thousand banks 
widely scattered and surrounded by most 
varying conditions of customers, collaterals, 
and business.

DIVORCE TO A. G. GAUKLER 
REFUSED BY CHURCH COURT. 


His Marriage to Miss Marion Loomis 
Held Valid—Right of Appeal Un- 
‘likely to Bring Reversal, It Is Said. 


The Roman Catholic ecclesiastical court 
has ruled against Arthur G. Gaukler of De- 
troit, who tried to have his marriage to Miss 
Marion Loomis declared void. Yesterday 
the decision of the court which heard the 
case last fall was announced. Mr. Gaukler 
can appeal to the Archbishop of Cincinnati, 
and, if again defeated, to Rome. Church 
authorities said yesterday there was little 
chance of having the verdict reversed. 

When the case was on hearing before the 
ecclesiastical tribunal a few months ago it 
attracted much attention. The sessions of 
the court at the Holy Name parish-house 
were secret. The Rev. N. J. Mooney was pre- 
siding judge and the Rev. Thomas E. Sher- 
man, S. J., who married Miss Loomis and 
Gaukler, argued against the annulment of 
the ceremony. Mr. Gaukler appeared with 
scores of witnesses and the Rev. Peter A. 
Baart of Marshall, Mich., a recognized doc- 
tor of canonical law. The Rev. P. J. Tinan 
represented the archdiocese in the hearing 
and upheld the question of the validity of 
the marriage. Mrs. Gaukler did not appear, 
neither did she send any witnesses to testify 
for her. 

The question in dispute was whether the 
marriage was valid. Gaukler is deformed and 
his wife refused to live with him after she 
learned that. He secured a divorce in civil 
courts from his wife, which gave him aright 
under the law of the land to marry again. 
He then sought to have the marriage an- 
nulled in the church, 

Father Mooney and the other priests con- 
nected with the case declined to discuss the 
verdict yesterday.
